There are certain facts it seems to 
me that we should face, and face 
boldly, First we should recognize 
that we need more money, more pur- 
chasing power. Does the minister not 
realize that today banks re over 
relize that bank loans are over 
$600,000,000 less than they were four 
years ago? Does he realize what 
that means to business? We in this 
corner have advocated controlled in- 
flation. Those who would criticize 
us leave out the “control;” that ig 
their fault, not ours. We stand solidly 
for ‘controlled, infition. We recom- 
mend trying to get to a definite 
agreed-upon price level, and putting 
hew money into circulation until we 
get to that price level; we ghould then 
have controlled inflation. 

We must find a means of getting 
the food to the people without its 
going through the channels of charity 
as it is doing today. : 

We have to find the means of put- 
ting people to work, Surely that is 
not beyond man's power and initiative 
when there is so much to be done in 
every part of this country, surely it 
is not beyond our power to find ways 
and means of putting men to work, 

Another problem we have to face, 
and I am glad to see it is mentioned 
in the budget speech, is the debt, 
problem, whether private, municipal, 
provincial or federal. We cannot go 
on with a dear dollar and cheap goods 
and expect to meet these liabilities, 

We have to recognize that we 
should show the same consideration to 
commodity wealth as we show to fin- 
ancial wealth. For ‘instance, there is 


no reason why money put into a busi- 


nesg that is for the benefit of the 
community should not be just as sa- 
cred as money put out at loan. The 
government should alter its policy 
with regard to public works and taxes 
and it seems to me it is a wrong pro- 
cess to tax heavily when times are 
bad; taxation should be heavy when 
times are good and people have the 
money to pay. On the other hnd pub- 
lic works should not be encouraged 
when times are good, when busines» 
is active, but should be carried on a 
large scale when times are bad and 
business generally is frozen. Today 
general business is too nervous to 
start the wheels of progress moving; 
the government is the only body in a 
position to start the machinery, and if 
that were done there is no doubt that 
general commerce would follow. 

I would like to quote from Mr. V. 
C. Vickers who wrote a preface to 
Dr. Bisler’s book, Stable Money, I 
may say that Mr. Vickers was a‘ di- 
rector of the Bank of England from 
1910 to 1919. He said in part: 

If for the time being we con- 
centrated à little more upon as- 
sisting productive work, and a 
little less upon balancing the bud- 
get, it would, in the end, be better 
for us all: Our aim should be to 
go forward to a new economy, not 
back to the old regime,

KINGSTON. — Jack, alias “Two- 
Gun” or “Babe” O’Brien, breathed the 
relatively free air for the first time 
in 20 months when he was transferred 
from Portsmouth penitentiary to the 
courtroom where Murray Kirkland, 
second of 29 alleged convict rioters, 
is on trial. 

It was only a small degree of free- 
dom which O’Brien enjoyed, for he 
entered the courthouse with hands 
manacied tightly in front of him, and 
wearing leg-irons, which permittel 
him to take only short and jerky 
steps; nevertheless, it was more free- 
dom than he had known for the last 
20 months, during wbich he has been 
continuously in solitary confinement 
in the prison. 

There was little in O'Brien's appear- 
ance to indicate the notorious gunman 
which he is credited with being.
